Activities of the 'Workshop, txain-

The Falcon I, crack sailplane 
of the McGill University Flying 
Club, set a new unofficial Can- 
adian endurance record for soar- 
ing gliders last Sunday with Jim 
Simpson, secretary and instruc- 
tor of the club, at the controls. 
In spite of extremely bumpy 
fh'ing conditions Simpson held 
the machine in the air for slight- 
ly over an hour. 

Several members of the club had 
gone out to the new site at Bolton 
Glen, near Knowlton, intending to 
spend the day in primary training. 
Promising winds, however, decided 
them to make a test flight with the 
Falcon I from the new soaring site 
on the heights of the Glen. 

Preparations . were hurriedly 
made, wind directions tested and 
currents estiihated, and Jim Simp- 
son was launched >y. shock cord in 
the face of a gusty south wind at 
2.25 p.m. 

Gaining height rapidly in the 
first few seconds he began flying 
up and down the ridge in beats a 
mile and a half in length, pains- 
takingly searching for even the 
smallest areas of rising air. The 
watching club inem^erj^çhçered as 
they realized that, he was holding 
his own. 

As the first ten minutes went by 
with the Falcon maintaining an 
average altitude of over a thousand 
feet watchers began to realize the 
possibilities of the flight. Residents 
and passing motorists flocked to the 
site to watch and applaud. 

For fiftjr mintites Simpson put up 
a thrilling 'fight against gusty 
weather and nasty downdraughts, 
sometimes soaring high over the 
heads of the spectators, at other 
times dropping below the level ot 
the;hiU.t,;As the machine flew near 
the siimmtt snatches of hearty song 
could be heard from the cockpit and 
an occasional shout of greeting. 
Hawks, suspicious of the invader, 
often soared along 'beside him in 
curious scrutiny, charmed by the 
musical hum of the wind in the 
bracing wires. 

At 3.20 the lift diminished and the 
sailplane dropped well below the 
starting point After searching some 
time for lifts Simpson decided to 
land, and dove, rapidly into the 
valley at seventy-five miles an hour 
to bring the machine down to a 
perfect landing on a field belonging 
to Mr. Paige, who is by odd coin- 
cidence a brother 'of the Mr. Paige 
who has been kind enough to per- 
mit the Flying Club to use one of 
his fields for primary traming. 
Simpson landed only a few seconds 
after 3.25. 

So far as is known the previous 
Canadian record for sustained 
motbrless flight was sixteen minutes 
and was held by a member of a 
group of enthusiasts in Alberta, 
flying an H-17, a tiny sailplane of 
foreign design. 

The Flying Club emphasizes the 
fact that although Sunday's flight 
was a precedent, . they expect most 
of their members to be making 
similar flights In. the early future 
and regarding them as common- 
places. • ; ■. , 

Plans for an ambitious program 
of flying and construction are be- 
ing formed and furthered m the 
club's ' workshop on . University 
Street. There is -room for-those in- 
terested in. flying.or merelyr.in con- 
struction. Work on the hew winch 
is progressing rapidly and the ac- 
quisition of a clutch and transmis- 
sion for the winch motor brings the 
day nearer when, it will be possible, 
for the club to launch machines to 
a fifteen hundred foot altitude. Thé; 
club's Slingsby Dagling primary is 
being streamlined into a soaring 
machine, and a secondary machine 
is shortly to be built.

Fli^sUy, .! should like to thank 
those students who supported my 
nomination for Presidency of the 
Students' Society. 

I feel very keenly the honour 
they pay me by thus expresing their 
iaitli in my ability to carry out the 
duties. I am also fully aware of 
the responsibility and work which 
are inevitably associated with the 
position. ' 

It is not my purpose to make pre- 
election promises which, would in 
a sense be futile. The President of 
the Students' Council has no dicta- 
torial powers and must be governed 
by the majority vote of the Society. 
However, I believe that I can quite 
reasonably make one definite pro- 
mise at this time. If elected, I will 
endeavour, to the best of my ability, 
to meet and solve the problems con- 
fronting the Society, with the best 
interests of the students ever in 
mind. 

I now refer briefly to those mat- 
ters which I believe require the pre- 
sent attention of the Society, and 
will endeavour in a few words to 
indicate my attitude thereto. 
1. Athletics. 

Intra-mural sports should be the 
most important part of the athletic 
programme. For it is only by tak- 
ing part in the various inter-faculty 
and inter^class schedules that the 
large majority of students benefit. 
There are many people who com- 
plain of student .J apathy on this 
score. I am convinced that this so- 
callea apathy is due in large meas- 
ure to the fact that many students 
are not fully aware of the oppor- 
tunities offered. Steps should be 
taken to familiarize the student body 
with the extra-curricular sport ac- 
tivities in which it is possible to, 
participate, and so in some mea- 
sure obtain value for their athletic 
fee. 

2. Gymnasium. 
The lack of a gym is of course a 
serious impediment to athletics at 
McGill. Its . need is realized by 
everyone— and the constant expres- 
sion ol interest by the student body 
in the present campaign is of the 
utmost importance. 

3. Excursions, Rallies, Etc. 

Much has been said about the 
lack of college spirit at McGill. I 
think that any activity of the type 
where larger groups of students 
are brought together would defi- 
nitely tend to foster the McGill 
tradition of "esprit dé corps."- 

The I growing popularity of ski- 
ing might make possible the ar- 
rangement of special ski train ratés 
for McGill students. This should, I 
think, be immediately taken up 
with the proper railway officials. 
4. Band. 

The band is a very important 
part 9f every university campus. It 
reflects the spirit arid prestige of 
the dollege. I believe that every 
effort should be 'made' to co-operate 
with the band in creating a really 
first class unit at McGill. Certainly 
there is any amount of available 
material. 

5. Freedom of Speech. 

Freedom of speech is one of the 
corner stones of the British Consti- 
tution, which is itself a guarantee

During the past year as repre- 
sentative of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science to the Students Executive 
Council, I have had the opportu- 
nity to study the work of the 
Council and to take an active part 
in Student Administration. As a 
result of this experience I feel that 
certain reforms can be made in 
student government to the advan- 
tage of thé Coiincil and the student 
body.i - ■ : ^ 

Almost âll the administrative 
duties' of the Students' Society are 
performed by the twelve members 
of the Council. This is a great bur- 
den for so small V body. I feel that 
the work of the Executive Council 
could be more efficiently carried 
out if sessional committees were 
set up, composed of one member of 
the Council, the remainder of the 
committee being members of the 
Students' Society but not neces- 
sarily ph the Council. This will 
lighten the task of the Executive 
Council while giving more students 
opportunity to gain valuable expe 
rience in administrative duties. Ses- 
sional committees are also desirable 
for the following reason: Commit- 
tees may be established In one term 
to carry on their duties in the fol- 
lowing year. In this way the per- 
sonnel of the committee will have 
time to become familiar with the 
problems facing them. The Coun- 
cil has set up the Social Activities 
Committee with this in mind; but 
sessional committees might well be 
established to deal with Convoca- 
tion, Finance, Freshman Entertain- 
ment, Federated Charities and many 
other matters. 

Closer Relations. 

The relations between the Coun- 
cil and the various Undergraduate 
Societies have, in the past,, been of 
a financial nature only. I feel that 
much belter results could be ob- 
tained if the Council and the Under- 
graduate Societies could co-operate 
more closely on matters of social 
and • athletic interest. , This policy 
might best be worked out by hav- 
ing the President of each Under- 
graduate Society meet the niembers 
of the Council at certain periods to 
discuss the activities of and diffi- 
culties confronting each Society. 
Such an understanding, would go a 
long way towards awakening more 
active student interest in the vari- 
ous undegraduate bbdies. . . , 

In the event that I am elected 
I shall do my best to further the 
interests of . the Students' Society 
and .the Jlniyersity.

Further occurrences and observa- 
tions of "red water" in the Pacific. 
Ocean along the west coast of Am- 
erica, have been recorded by Dr. 
W. E. Allen, biologist at thé Uni- 
versity of California's Scripps In- 
stitution of Oceanography, at La 
Jolla. ' ' ' fl 

He tells of three observations dur», i;'^ 
ing the early part of the present ;0 
summer, one at Copalis Beach jiist i:' 
north of Gray's Harbor, in Washing- 
ton, one at Seaside, Wash., just ; 
north of the Columbia River, and 
another in ta, Jolla Bay, near the' 
Scripps Institution. ' 

The agency responsible for thé - 
discoloration of the water is made 
up of microscopic animals, such as > 
jlangton diatom, or flagellate, the 
intensity of the color being in pro^^^ 
portion to the density of the popxi^'^'^f 
lation of these small animals. Den- 
sity has been observed up to 3,- 
000,000 individual specimens to a 
liter of water. \ 

Recent publications by Doctor- /f; 
Allen of his findings in Science, has ' - f 
Ijrought him many letters froin yar-."^ 
ious parts, of thé United Stitav / 
many of his writers pointing out ;/ 
that the phenomenon of red water''^' 
was foretold in the Bible.

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All's Quiet on the 
Teminist Front 

gCARCE a ripple of interest passed 

. ^ ■ throughthe campus the other day when 
a co-ed carried off frosh debating honours 
for the first time in McGill history. Here 
and there some suffragette heart must have 
fluttered hopefully at this defiance of 
hoary tradition. Here and there some male 
die-hard must have grunted "so whatt?" 
But no furore was created. 

Twenty years ago, such an event 
" would have occasioned considerable com- 
■Btjent on the campus. At that time women 
were on the offensive everywhere. They 
were beleaguring male-dominated legisia- 
tures> demanding the right to vote and the 
right to hold-public office. 

University women often played a lead- 
ing role in tliis activity. Through their ef- 
j^orts, and through the increasing tolerance 
of educationalists, the right of women to a 
higher education was accepted. 

Twenty years agp any evidence of 
feminine prowess would have been eagerly 
seized upon as added grist for the feminist 
mill. But last week scarce a ripple of inter- 
est passed through the Campus. All's Quiet 
on the feminist front. 

It would seem that women of today are 
content with the victories won by the older 
geiieration. They believe that their status 
is equal to that "of men. 

■ • Yet there are many who sincerely 
y doubt that women have proved their ability 
f. ilio hold posts now occupied by men. Women 
^^.arè not represented in many professions. In 
findustry their income is as a rule much 

lower than that of men. In the university, 
ïjWomèn rarely venture beyond the arts 
ffaculty. 

'Small wonder then that many ques- 

■ tion the equality of women with men. En- 
thusiasts for women's rights may bemoan 
and lament this as pig-headedness on the 
part of the men. They would be better- 

-j advised to act on the following suggestion: 
' Bb you want equality badlyî Let them go 
l^out and get it.

• THE DANCE. 
Ted Shawn in "Dance of the Ages": 

A world premiere of a new dance by an im- 
portant group is a novel experience for Mont- 
real, but one for which we are quite ready, if 
we may judge by the reception accorded Ted 
Shawn and his Men Dancers in their "Dance 
of the Ages," presented before its first audi- 
ence on Saturday evening. Indeed, there are 
many evidences seen thus far this season point- 
ing to the fact that we have at last come of 
age, and that a full house for anything but a 
hockey game or a dance-band orgy will no 
longer be pointed to by our critics as the tra- 
ditional anomaly. There have been renais- 
sances here before only to be followed by ab- 
jest darkness, but this time, I think, we may 
be truly hopeful, for there is brightness 
abounding. Our orchestras have received un- 
precedented support in their pre-season cam- 
paigns, the plays and art exhibitions presented 
thus far— iand the season has but begun— have 
stimulated much genuine interest. Ot parti- 
cular significance is the' response of the stu- 
dent body. The reserve list for student season 
tickets for the concerts of the Montreal Orches- 
tra was complelefy filled several hours after 
the first lists had been posted; over four hun- 
dred students were present at Tuesday's concert 
by Les Concerts Symphoniques, and His Ma- 
jesty's was virtually studded with rejoicing 
McGill lights at Ted Shawn's recital on Satur- 
day. We are grateful indeed to our concert 
managers who have provided in such a large 
measure this new impetus, realizing as they do 
that while we are the patrons of tomorrow, we 
have little but our enthusiasm to offer to-day. 
They will find, I think, that their faith has not 
been misplaced. 

"Dance of the Ages," while characteristic 
of Shawn's choreography, is unique in that it 
is non-episodic. While he has consciously grown 
away from thé rhapsodic form in recent years, 
noticeably in his "Kinetic Molpai," "Dance of 
the Ages" marks his first use of the symphonic 
pattern, consisting of four related movements. 
Shawn has taken as the motivating inspiration 
for his work the movement qualities of the ele- 
ments fire, water, earth and air, and has as- 
sociated each of these elements with a stage 
in the development of human society. In each 
section, against a choral elemental background 
Shawn appears as the fore-thinker of the age, 
always a step ahead of his time and alwfiys 
exerting a profound influence. 

Thus the first movement, the quality of 
which is based upon the element fire, exempli- 
fies humanity at a plane of tribal culture. Prim- 
itive man kills his foe with stones and clubs and 
eats it raw, he shrinks in terror before thè cold 
of the night, until the first spark is lit by the 
Shaman, the voodoo-magician or medicine-man. 
The flame is fanned and the embers ire dis- 
tributed through the world by the Priests of 
Fire.'" ■ 

Pure movement patterns and water rhythms 
of wide variety— river, ocean, waterfall, vortex, 
storm at sea, the rising of moisture to form 
clouds and thé movement of underwater vege- 
tatioiP-Kionstitiite the main part of the second 
movement. The cultural level assumed here is 
presumably that of the city-stat«, with Shawn's 
solo, against a choral background, implying the 
poet-philosopher, though none of these impli- 
cations are literal or in any way explicit. 

In the third section the elemental move- 
ment is tliat of Earth— a gradual progression 
through geological change, with the ultimate 
emergence of vegetation and animal life. The 
social level, according to Shawn's enunciation, 
is that of democracy, and the fore-thinker the 
political demagogue. There is the orator sway- 
ing masses, the ennui of work alone transform- 
ed into blisful co-operation, the call to arms 
followed by carnage on the battle-field. 

The last section,,,^/; Air," is almost purely 
movement, a succession of àir rhythms follow- 
ing orte another rapidly, objects blown by the 
breeze, flight, the whirlwind and elevation, and 
the final approach to' the fifth element, the 
"Ether-Light," the luminiferous ether. In the 
final movément Shawn appears as thé Creative 
Artist, struggling to free himsèU from thé bur- 
den of earthly matérialism and finally liberating 
his fellow men. 

There is much in "Dance of the Agés" that 
is magnificently conceived and executed with 
a rare sensitiveness. There is the beautiful 
group work in the "Primitive Hunting Dance" 
and the "Fire Dance", with Shawn's best solo 
(the Shaman) coming between them; there are 
the brilliant Imitative rhythms. In which Shawn 
excels, of the Water and the Air movements; 
the sensitive "Spirits of the Earth" by Mumaw, 
who becomes more interesting with each new 
work, the clever "Animal Study" by Heam, 
and the strong and unpretentltlous "On à Hill- 
top" by McCormack. And there is much in this 
new. work, as in Shawn's former dances, that 
is disturbing. There is a strong mystical tend- 
ency and a seeming lack of purpose that comes 
perhaps from the dancer's philosophical eclec- 
ticism. He has drawn \ipon a vast store of 
source materials for hi^ final product Accord- 
ing to his own avowal he has retained much 
from his éarly training in the academic ballet, 
he has studied and drawn upon Hindu, Japan- 
ese and European folk dances and has assimi- 
lated much from St Dénis and Dalcroze. He 
has mixed all these varied source materials 
with amazing success but his work lacks the 
intensity and force that is found in the work 
of his pupils who have gone farther and, re- 
jecting more, have added more. This "second 
generation" group has reached Its highest point 
of development in the art of Martha Graham, 
wlwBe "American Document", perhaps the 
greatest dance yét created in America, created 
such a stir at the Bennington festival this sum- 
mer and left an unforgettable impression. 

Jess Meeker's music for "The Dance of the 
Ages" is forceful and characteristic of the new 
music growing with the dance, and out of the 
dance.' This music is exerting a marked influ- 
ence on thé course of contemporary American 
composition, an influence that will gtow with 
the years.

Hungarian 
Impressions 



During the recent crisis the true situation 
of minorities seems to have been forgotten or 
oyerlooked by many of our local inen of in- 
ternational affairs, while visiting Europé this 
summer the writer had an opportunity to^ leern 
the opinions of hidividual members of these 
minorities. 

Let us consider the position of those nu-, 
merous Hungarians living outside of that ill- 
treated country, for at the present time the 
Hungarian Government is making efforts in 
their behalf. A superficial observer might 
consider the Hungarian demands excessive, but 
there are ,two very ' good reasons why these 
demands have been made so far-reaching. 

In the first -place, the Hungarians know that 
the Great Powers will certainly try to whittle 
down concessions to a minimum, and secondly, 
Hungarians can never forget that theh: country 
was formerly one of the leading powers in 
European coalitions. For example, this year 
they celebrated the Decicentenary of their great 
King Stephen under whom Hungary became a 
great nation, stretching from the Red Sea to 
the Baltic and from the Ukraine almost as far 
west as Vienna. 

PATRIOTISM COMES FIRST. 

In the capital (Budapesth), I met many 
students from neighbouring countries or from 
the near-by frontiers, and they all seem to lack 
that friendly feeling towards those countries 
which Canada feels for the United States, ' To 
the European, patriotism is more important 
than human life itself. Never can such ardour 
be ascribed to people this side of the water- 
remember how silent the government of a cer- 
tain country remained during the recent crisis? 

Among these students, I met a lad who 
had deserted from the Roumanian army— not on 
pacifist principles, for Hungary also has com- 
pulsory military service,— but because he be- 
longed to the Hungarian minority in Roumania, 
a minority suppressed and forbidden to speak 
Hungarian or to practice its native customs, 
and he would rather risk his life than aid the 
country of his forced adoption. This refugee 
had much to say about the Treaty of Trianon 
which . I had never heard— in school we never 
learn these . unpleasant truths! Although he 
was a Hunigarian, he was in constant jéopardy 
ot being compelled to return to Roumania, lor 
technically speaking he was just an undesir- 
able alien who had broken the law in a iriendly 
country. He had no money and little more 
than the clothes on his back for worldly pos- 
séssions. While waiting for a passport and his 
official recognition as a Hungarian, he was 
staying at the same studentheim (a student re- 
sidence similar to Strathcona Hall) as I was, and 
there we were able to discuss the minority ques- 
tion in full. To my siirprise, I found that he 
did not dislike Great Britain and her part in 
creating his country's post-war problems. Rather 
he admired the'British, and hoped that through 
proper popular education the British people 
could be made to see the Hungarian point of 
view. 

A GERMAN SUPPORTER. 

Then there was the student of German an- 
cestry who not only disliked the British and 
all thtags thereunto pertaining, but who even 
preferred that Hungary should be a satellite of 
Germany. ;He.came from -the Austrian border 
area and had relatives living in Austria — or 
rather Austria-whlch-was, for it is now called 
Deutsche Osterreich. 

To convince him of his error in being a 
Germanophile, X argued for a whole evening in 
my none too fluent French, and gave up a seat 
at a play by Vorasmarty. However, inasmuch 
as the play would be all in Hungarian and 
the weather was uncertain, perhaps I was not 
so self-sacrificing as it may appear. Vorosmarty 
was à great nationalist poet and author of the 
last century, who tried to shake off the Haps- 
burg yoke— in vain. 

Well, thé pro-German student was difficult 
to convince. He said that England was no bet- 
ter than Germany, and recalling the Boer 'War, 
claimed that the recent seizure of Austria 
was even moire justifiable than our séizure of 
the Boer states in South Africa. (The same ar- 
gument vyras advanced by Italians of the Uni- 
versity of Rome, although by that time I had 
thought of more cogent arguments in our de- 
fence.) When I had finished, however, the Ger- 
man was only a trifle shaken in his beliefs (if 
indeed he was shaken at all), and he almost had 
me agreeing with him that the Reichschancellor 
would do more to restore Hungarian territory 
thàn would Mr. Chamberlain. 

SEEING BUDAPESTH. 

A third student spoke English, for he was 
studying Philosophy, and read both the German 
and English Philosophy, and read both the Ger- 
man and English philosophers in their own 
languages. He was too polite to argue with me, 
and agreed with everything that I said about 
the international situation. Together we "did" 
Budapesth, and I believe that he saw more of 
his own capital city during the half -week that 
I infested the place than he had . seen duifihg 
his entire life. 

On my final evening we were supposed to" 
meet under the gateway to the Coronation 
Church and from there i>roceed to. a gypsy cafe 
which he~ knew where we could spend several 
pleasant hours pouring beautiful, liquids into 
glasses and making the same disappear. - ■ But 
he, or rather I, got lost and we had each to 
drink alone— a disgusting habit which I de-, 
plore. However, I was thus able to watch the 
wonderful lighting effects which the city- 
fathers are able to achieve with the aid of tiie. 
Danube and ;^e natural beauty of . .the . sur-, 
rounding oo>ffi4zy.^,,;,.! . , . .

We spent much time deciding on 
the_ opening words of this column. 
Should, "the ripples set up by the 
Munich accord spread wider?" or 
sbevilcl- "statesmen in the .chancel- 
leries of Europe' sleep uneasily?" 
The ' second is perhaps nearar the 
hia'rk.J 

There is little doubt that events 
are nearing a new climax in Cen- 
tral. Europe, the Near East Spain 
and 'China. 

As far Z.S Spain is concerned, the 
following appears to be the pro- 
bable course of events. Now that 
Mussolini has withdrav(n 10,000 men 
from Spain, Chmberlaln can begin 
putting into effect the Anglo-Italian 
Plan. Mussolini will not be asked 
to remove the other 100,000 or so 
Italians. Chamberlain will mediate 
a la Munich— that is. Franco will be 
given nearly all of Spain, so that 
he will accept the peace plan. 

The Government will reject it 
and will thereupon be branded as 
a warmonger. Then Franco will 
be granted belligerent rights. Cham- 
berlain will aid in the blockade of 
Loyalist Spain, the French border 
will be sealed tighter than before, 
and, all in all, a concerted effort 
will be made openly to win a swift 
victory for General Franco, 

DUCE, FUEHRER AND LUNACY. 

Some believe that Mussolini and 
Hitler will change their policy sud- 
denly, and keep to the non-inter- 
vention pact. This might be pos- 
sible if both gentlemen were to go 
crazy, or join the Salvation Army. 
But their vital interests in Spain 
will force them to increase their 
intervention in that unfortunate 
country. 

Is it possible that instead of see- 
ing "Peace in our time" we shall 
see the British Empire crumble "in 
our time"? Palestine is slipping; 
some of the African colonies may 
be returned to Hitler; Hong Kong 
is of little value with Canton in the 
hands of Japan, and the National 
Government seems quite anxious to 
speed up this process. It is all too 
amazing. 

WHEN THIEVES FALL OUT. 

In the meantime the world is be- 
ing regaled with thé' spectacle of 
thieves falling out ' among theni- 
selves. Hitler grabs the best part 
of Czechoslovakia, and helps Poland 
to obtain a slice. But Hitler appar- 
ently opposes the plan to give -Hun- 
gary the whole o{ RutHeniai' for this 
plan would set up 'a common fron- 
tier between Hungary and Poland 
and so place a bufter between Ger- 
many and Rumania. 

At the present time, it seems like- 
ly that Hitler will not seélr to'comi 
plete his conquest of Czechoslova 
kia, but will transfer his affections 
to little Lithuania. This should 
prove hardly more than a nibble 
for Hitler anjd Poland., 

One interesting problem is whe- 
ther Hitler will next seek to snatch 
the Polish Corridor, which was 
taken away from (Germany. The 
Corridor may become an immediate 
issue if Poland's rulers begin to 
show symptoms of delusions of 
grandeur, and acute "Revisio-ex- 
pansiono-Colonialitis," a disease 
which is the special heritage of the 
Rome-Berlln-Tokyo axis. 

THE "SALE" OF CANTON. 

Mentioning Tokyo brings us to 
China. China, with the loss, or 
shall we say "SALE," of Canton, is 
now fighting with its back to the 
wall. China seems to be in a posi- 
tion similar to that of Czechoslova- 
kia in the days of the Chamberlain 
mediations. She faces both a power- 
ful foe and weak, corrupt traitor- 
ous elements within the ranks of 
the Government and the army, who 
are ready to sell out the, country or 
capitulate with "peace at any price" 
on their lips. She faces, too, the 
mediations of Chamberlain and 
Hitler, now openly discussed in the 
press. 

It is hard to say which of these 
is the more to be feared. Certainly 
the combination o£ the three is a 
very formidable one indeed. There 
seems little doubt that Canton was 
handed over by treachery, as was 
Malaga, in Spain. With the fall of 
Canton, British interests in China 
can be protected only by the per- 
mission of Japan. Hong Kong is 
helpless in the face of a Japanese- 
occupied Canton. 

-Nevertheless, .Chamberlain, will 
help Japan to win a swift victory in 

China, perhaps in the desire to keep 
China weak and disorganized, even 
at the sacrifice of British interests 
in China and the security of India. 

BRITAIN SPEAKS. 

There are to be i^éveh by-elections 
in Britain in the' next pèrioà.'of 
time. ~ In all but one, the seat was 
held last by a member of the Gov- 
ernment party. The rfesUIts of thesé 
elections wUl be a reliablé iridicètdf 
of the . British opinion on Chamber- 
lain's foreign policy,- for the elec- 
tion's will be foUgbt'itt&Inly'on' that 
issue. ■■• "' '"'

In what the spectators regarded 
as a basketball game, McGill Inter- 
mediates took the St. nominic Hor- 
nets on a 63-0 jamboree last night 
at the Molson stadium. 

Drawing blood early in the first 
quarter, the Red squad kept scor- 
ing consistently throughout the 
game, and gave a fine exhib:tion of 
a well organized, smoothly work- 
ing team, and although the field 
•was but a virtual sea of mud their 
plays were clicking smartly, their 
blocking was timely and their 
teckling sure. 

The game was featured by long 
gains, spectacular open field run- 
ning and power-house plunges. 
Many passes were attempted by 
both teams, but very few were 
completed. Kicking was naturally 
ëipwed up, due to the condition of 
i'tlie gridiron, but on the whole the 
losers, perhaps, had a slight edge 
in this field^ Both squads took ad- 
vantage of the nature'of the game 
to the ex teat of making frequent 
changes, .and it was not an un- 
common sight to see seven or eight 
men going on at once. 

First Half. 
McGill were by no means back- 
ard in showing their full strength, 
for they made yards, on two plays 
following t^e kickoff. Then 
Cuke, in a fine exhibition of open- 
âeld dodging, ran 5S yards for a 
touchdown, which was ably con- 
verted by FuUerton,- making the 
score 6-0 a minute and a half after 
tiie opening whistle. 

The pace set, the Red Squad 
grimly went to work, making yards 
three times in six plays, and finally 
climaxed this advance by a touch- 
down scored by McGibbon on an 
end run. FuUerton again came 
through with a successful convert. 
The score, 12-0. The time, 8% min- 
utes. The trend of the rest of the 
half is shown in the two successive 
touchdowns made by Stevenson on 
plunges; one by Oughtred who in- 
tercepted a forward pass and ran 
60 yards to cross the line; and an- 
vother by Cuke who laid the ball 
down behind the Hornets' goal after 
a run of 55 yards. The score at 
'time was 32-0. 

Second Half. 
■ Contrary to expectations, the Mc- 
Gill squad was not overconfident 
in the latter part of the game. It 
kept playing remarkably consistent 
ball throughout the igame, as evi- 
denced by the' fact that early' in 
tlie>third quarter the Redmài made 
yards three tinles 'On' but five siiï- 
cessive, plays, and ended their at- 
tack only when Cuke, once more 
on an end run, scored a touch and 
also successfully converted. 

The next addition to the rapidly 
rising score came when Winsçr fell 
on'' a loose ball, fumbled by St. 
33ominic behind the line. This was 
followed by another touch by Ste- 
yienson,^ Neither of the above con- 
,verts were successful. In the last 
' ten minutes of the game two more 
major scores were recorded — one 
by Clarke on a quarter-sneak, and 
one by Briskin on a plunge, and 
since neither of. these were con- 
verted, the final score rested at 
63-0.. , 

McGill Shows Up Well. 
■ At is quite evidhnt by the number 
of men who scored that last night's 
win was not due to the efforts of 
one or more individuals, but rather 
to concentrated and co-operative 
work of the team in general, and 
although the'kornets made Uie OC' 
sasional firm stand and temporarily 
hèld the victors, the Red Squad 
was nevertheless able to push on, 
v^nd succeed in making at least fif- 
first downs throughout the en- 
icoimter.

Educational Reform. 

... In spite of the. tragic events which 
.have, been' ravaging Spain for' the 
last. two years,- the Spanish Govern- 
ment is devoting: a great deal of at- 
tention to cultural questions. The 
following decrees drawn up by the 
Ministry of Education were Issued 
on September 20th, 1937: 

(1) Campaign Against Illiteracy. 
Article 1 Brigades shall be form 

ed- behind the -lines ;to tour ,the 
countryside and teacb the. illiterate 
to read and write, especially in the 
villages, and to furnish them with 
an elementary, education. 

(2) Scholarships foe Students. 
Article 1. All those who have 

passed the necessary entrance ex- 
âminations for the Middle and High 
Schools, Normal, Technical and^Art 
Schools, but who are unable to con- 
tinue their studies for want of 
financial resources, scholarships and 
other forms of aid. 

(3) Training -Classes for Military 
Academies. 

Article 1. Classes of intensive 
education in general subjects, shall 
be instituted at Valencia, Madrid 
and Barcelona, lasting .over a period 
of six months, to' prepare young 
people for the entrance examina- 
tions for the Militai^ Académies, , 

(4) Physical Culture and Sport. 
Article 1. A special section of the 

Council of Physical Culture,' and 
Sport shall be -set up; where aim 
slïàll "be to develop popular- avia- 
tion, gliding and paràchutism,.,by 
every possible means. . ■ 

Article 2. This section shall estab- 
.lish as rapidly as. possible , popular 
aviation bases-.at,Valenoia, ^Madrid 
and Barcelona..; i.At each of these 
bases a parachutist's to\yér shall be 
set up, equipped with all the ap- 
purtenances necessary for the prac- 
.tlce of this sport.

dent publication and one that is. 
well worth reading. "The News,'' it 
remarks, '^has been officially crit- 
icised, for. .publishing items whichj 
though they are of interest to Uni- 
versity students, concern off-campus 
organisations of unrecognised stu- 
dent groups. 

"The News has frequently been 
reminded that there is a regulation 

to the effect that no items dealing 
with such groups or organizations 
be published, and it questions both 
the existence and merit of such a 
regulation. A student newspaper 
should primarily report all the news 
that is fit to print and thus acquaint 
its readers with activities that 
should interest and concern every 
student whose educational ideas 
and standards are based on triie and. 
broad bases. . No student seeking 
this end will restrict himself . to 
purely campus topics and thereby 
set up a small world with limited 
possibilities within the realms of 
his own institution. A student niust 
look to, and correlate- the wider, 
broader world on the outside -with 
his life in the University if he seeks 
true education. 

"It is the duty and function of 
this student, publication to extend 
the .correlation' .of these, .things.: It 
should remind . students: that .there 
are other things happening, be- 
sides the appointment of dance 
chairmen or the winning of athletic 
contests, or the successes of student 
politicians at the polls. If a student 
newspaper can make just a . few 
students - Interested , in .. Supreme 
Court decisions, European entangle- 
ments, peace movements, not neces- 
sarily to takè sides, but merely to 
discuss and. present them from a ra- 
tional point of view, then It suc- 
ceeds in raising* itself above .the 
bulletin board announcement class. 

That Is just .what is thé matter 
with "Wii's Views." It. displays an 
overwhelming interest in sport at 
the expense of cultural and intel- 
lectual matters, with the result that 
it has no student voice, .and^hows 
a world of asinine frivolity and re- 
action. It may be . avowed and 
quite soundly too, that students in 
various faculties,, do net submit 
copy in the requisite amount But 
there .have ne.vérthèléss been in- 
stances 'of. copy submitted which 
has been refused on the ground 
that it was contrary to editorial 
principles" and morals. As "Pitt 
News" point's out; this provides a 
regrettable là'ck' of' balance. One 
cannot correlâtè'*-<ra'rlouS' interests 
by means of a student newspaper 
unless one is able to see the various 
points of view presented there. 
That is where "Wii*? Yîéws" fail.
